4,5,6,7-tetrahydro-benzo[b]thiophene-3-carboxylic acid amine; 

or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

Claim 14. (Currently amended) A pharmaceutical composition useful for 

treating mycobacterial infections, said pharmaceutical composition comprising at l east 
©Be the inhibitor of a mycobacterial serine/threonine protein kinase G (PknG) according 
to Claim 13 and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier, excipient or diluent 
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Cancel claims 15-23. 



Rejections Moot or Withdrawn 

3. The rejection of claims 13 and 14 under 35 U.S.C., 112, first paragraph, scope of 
enablement, is withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claims. 

4. The rejection of claim 15 under 35 U.S.C., 112, first paragraph, scope of 
enablement, is moot in light of the cancellation of the claim. 

5. The rejection of claims 13 and 14 under 35 U.S.C., 112, second paragraph, 
indefiniteness, is withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claims. 

6. The rejection of claim 15 under 35 U.S.C., 112, second paragraph, 
indefiniteness, is moot in light of the cancellation of the claim.
